them. time when many have come feel that 
were fighting losing battle, there real hope that foreign 
languages will again play the integral part they deserve the 
education young Americans, the world today, 
where there much information and little understanding, 
the intellectual benefits which certainly can gained from the 
study the language, civilization and literature another nation 
must not denied our students. 

now appears that our efforts, which the past were devoted 
largely experiments, investigations, arguments, statements and 
restatements aims and claims which have been 
fond may least have achieved the purpose keeping 
alert our changing responsibilities. 

this point moved interject well-earned word 
praise and acknowledgment many our colleagues the 
high schools. the face serious objection they have staunchly 
upheld their convictions, frequently isolation and without the 
support colleagues; they have taught extra classes without 
additional remuneration that few students might have 
opportunity continue their German for third fourth year; 
times low registration they have had make far greater 
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ay 
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adjustments than college teachers general they have shown 
patience and fortitude deserving highest praise. And should 
like compliment also the officers our various chapters, who 
through untiring efforts and great sacrifice time have ar- 
ranged informative programs and general have provided fel- 
lowship and encouragement ‘‘fiir das kleine Fähnlein der 

course, would folly relax our efforts individuals 
and group this stage, for whatever effects the MLA cam- 
paign might have, most will yield the opportunity and 
obligation work earnestly and expeditiously toward better 
adjustment our teaching educational philosophy which 
different today from what was when the language requirement 
was instituted. For unless this accomplished, the language re- 
quirement, which being met largely literary studies, will suc- 
cumb further institutions the persistent demands educa- 
tional programs which aim train our students something 
rather than educate them something, which emphasize the 
practical, the utilitarian. 

retrospect, must wonder whether have not mistakenly 
been fighting rear-guard action attempt perpetuate 
customs and traditions, adhering almost stubbornly time- 
honored arguments and defending scholastic dogma instead 
trying keep pace with and find ways and means meet the 
demands the age robots, A-bombs and H-bombs. 

Again retrospect, are compelled admit that our failure 
arouse sufficient interest the study German perhaps 
not much the fault the soil but the seed. are quick 
point out that our task difficult now because have teach 
boys and girls whose gifts are slender, who have lost the 
knack for memorizing ever since the multiplication tables. But 
judging from the nature many our texts, have been 
slow realize that these same boys and girls have different interests 
and, though they may lack knowledge some disciplines, are 
more experienced, better informed and more mature than the 
students decade two ago. 

should not surprise that, despite the progress which 
have made recent years and which may well have alleviated 
the situation somewhat, have not been able refute the con- 
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tention colleagues certain fields, administrators, yes and 
students, that evidence indicate that every stu- 
dent even large part the students can derive any 
significant benefit from the study foreign language; that the 
student’s time can spent more profitably any number 
other subjeets that can expeeted real use him his 
life 

Though can not adhere the educational philosophy which 
prompted this statement, may properly ask ourselves: Have 
achieved the varied aims which profess for substantial 
number students? Our answer, stated candidly and realistically 
the spirit this practical world, must be: The returns for the 
student’s time and effort have been too small. 

Our challenge today not much devise new methods 
the old ones are sound and very effective but put into 
effect program which broader scope, more mature and 
meaningful content and more functional approach. 

planning such program must aggressive, not apolo- 
getic. Progress means trying new things and leaving some things 
behind. other words, must and emphasize those 
elements which seem essential today and eliminate the inconse- 
quential. For one thing, are not justified building the pro- 
gram around the needs possible majors. Figures which have 
just from determine the extent enroll- 
ment German the advanced level, revealed, among other 
things, that the ratio majors the total enrollment these 
departments appallingly low, namely 1.5%. 

Personally, advocate program which offers the student the 
opportunity (1) good reading knowledge, (2) com- 
prehensive understanding the German people and their eiviliza- 
tion, (3) reasonable facility understand the language and 
fair ability make himself understood it. 

(1) Reading. need not the aspects our instruction 
which tend make reading German tedious, arduous, and time- 


consuming exercise, for Mr. Stein has enlightened that 
account. only would like reiterate that cannot expect the 
present-day student respond with any degree enthusiasm 
the reading fairy tales, nor should continue tax his 
patience offering him material beyond his reach. 
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(2) Civilization. For want suitable material have neglected 
combine the learning German with study the German- 
speaking peoples, their eustoms and institutions. sure, certain 
beginning texts provide desirable material eultural interest. 
because the narrow range vocabulary the scope such 
offerings must, necessity, remain small. Our study should 
include information personal characteristies the people, their 
customs and traditions, present living conditions, social problems, 
foreign trade, social and educational institutions, immigration 
America, German contributions America and the western 
world general the fields music, science, and literature. 

own college are including such information our 
teaching program this year, using illustrative material such 
slides, records, pictures and maps, and find even more 
response the part the students than had 
anticipated. 

Because the special vocabulary involved, suggest that much 

this subject-matter presented English. Those who would 
loathe using English the presentation cultural material, need 
only reminded that most decided some time ago that 
was expeditious employ English, rather than German, ex- 
plaining grammar. 
(3) Understanding and Speaking. Wherever possible more oppor- 
tunity for acquiring reasonable facility these two skills should 
provided. The de-emphasis grammar which Mr. Spann 
suggests would have two-fold effect. the one hand would 
gain time for the presentation cultural material, and the 
other hand the student would not feel handicapped fear 
violating grammatical rules his attempts express himself 
German. 

short, will serve the needs and wishes 98.5% our 
students better 
(1) teaching much less grammar, emphasizing, however, vocabulary and 

certain syntactical points; (Your students will read just well better.) 
(2) presenting cultural material German, i.e. very carefully phrased 

German, English; (Your students will stimulated. Incidentally, the 

systematic inclusion cultural material will much remove the 

stigma course.’’) 

(3) permitting the student talk long understood and 
correcting only gross errors. (He will experience sense achievement 
rather than frustration.) 
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Within the sphere two-year instruction other conditions pre- 
vail which tend create unfavorable attitude the student 
toward his German studies. should like mention two. 

naturally encourage the study German high school. 
Yet when students enter college, little more than stifle the 
interest which has been awakened there arduously and skillfully. 
either demote them expect them compete with students 
whose study was along different lines and was not interrupted for 
one two years. Every effort ought made provide the 
opportunity for high school students refresh their knowledge and 
adjust themselves college instruction, Even more important, 
some type integration between high and college work 
urgently needed. For one thing, both groups should better 
informed what each trying achieve. 

The other point has, knowledge, never been brought 
your attention, perhaps because this matter lies outside the sphere 
our jurisdiction. However, compel make 
matter our concern and effect improvement. refer the 
inadequacy the Cooperative and College Board Tests. The 
Cooperative Tests, you may know, are used many departments 
for the purpose placing high school students college courses 
and what more deplorable they serve secondary schools, 
and principally private schools, practice material the 
coaching and preparing students for the College Board Tests. 

you were examine copies the Cooperative Test, you 
would aghast the over-emphasis grammar, not mention 
the unrealistic and childish language situations included. What 


would your reaction your teacher who incidentally has 
choice the matter would review the grammar for period 


four six weeks and ask you choose the correct word, phrase, 
ending out five listed complete the translation sentences 
such as: One cannot live without eating; Bring your books here, 
children, and put them the table; They told the 
basket into the other room; Have you few nails? don’t like this 
sausage too soft? 

These tests actually constitute the goal achievement many 
German classes and, result, have constricting effect upon 
the subject matter and the teacher, not mention the student 
whose intelligence being affronted. 
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Would you not feel frustrated you were forced realize 
the eonelusion your German study high school that your 
knowledge German being measured largely your mastery 
grammatical rules, or, other words, your ability deeide 
which the following phrases completes correctly the translation 
of: automobile passing by, sat his sister and friend? 
No. vorbeifahren Automobil Automobil vorbeigefahren 
vorbeigefahrenen Automobil vorbeifahrenden Automobil 
Automobil vorbeifahren? happen know boy who had 
actually convinced himself that his admission college might well 
depend German ending. 

The precariousness the language situation has brought 
more than ever into agreement the fact that certain aspects 
our teaching are sorely need improvement. sure, 
have been advocating changes for quite some time; however, sub- 
stantial progress has been wanting. The reason for our inertia, 
which some erroneously call lethargy and apathy, that the 
individual teacher position implement any the changes 
mentioned. does not write his text books; does not have the 
time the resources master the huge field German civiliza- 
tion; not going work out course study which could 
effect integration between high school and courses; does 
not feel entitled revise the Cooperative and College Board Tests. 
Who then going it? 

this issue have suggestion, possibly exhortation. The 
implemention necessary changes should the responsibility 
our Association! The real advance does not come alone through 
the publication articles, results experiments and investigations, 
through the reading papers annual meetings. The Associa- 
tion ought assume vigorous and intelligent leadership using 
all resources its disposal. should, for example, enlist the 
services members best qualified work out satisfactory solutions 
our needs. Furthermore, should not hesitate expend, 
necessary, moderate amounts its funds, such expenditure 
assures prompt action and best results. this manner, our 
Association will ‘‘promote and improve the teaching German’’ 
stated its purpose our Statutes. 

And since the need pressing, urging our new president, 
Mr. Neuse, call the Executive Council into special meeting

Critical Analysis First and Second Year Grammars 


MENO SPANN 


Grammar tool for the teaching languages has been under 
attack from the day Pompey the days Eisenhower. The 
tradition behind this paper hence old grammar itself; its 
special target the so-called modern German grammar for 
American students, which has not essentially changed since Karl 
Follen’s time, which follows Latin grammar all too closely, and 
which devised the first place for English speaking philologists. 

Since are dealing with traditional book, glimpse the 
history this tradition will useful. Traditional grammar was 
born about 2000 years ago after gestation period about 500 
years. these 500 years the first grammatical concepts developed 
aid the philosophical endeavors the sophist, 
Plato and Aristotle, and aid philology Alexandria and 
Pergamus where Aristarchus and others the period 
prepared the first scholarly edition Homer. 

The accumulated grammatical achievements these philosophers 
and philologists were organized and put into the first complete 
grammar Dionysius Thrax, student the great Alexandrian 
Aristarchus. Dionysius went Rome ‘‘professeur langue’’ 
and taught the Romans the time Pompey their second 
language, Greek, with the help his book Techne grammatike. 
With Dionysius Thrax began traditional grammar and also the 
tradition considering this type grammar, the tool logicians 
and philologists, the foremost tool the language teacher. 

The Roman adaptation this grammar, the Latin grammars 
Aelius Donatus (4th cent.) and Priscianus (6th cent.), were 
regarded the scholasticists with near religious reverence. Now 
began the tradition considering grammar secular counterpiece 
Holy Writ and those who doubted its authority suggested 
changes blasphemers. Now began the premature insistence 
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correctness, the locutio recta which prevents the acquisition 
fluency. Never will our students butcher terminations like 


Marliniére heisst der Minister drauss der 
lange Strass ouf die breite Platz’’), but they will also never 


able convey much German Riccault does. The regulatory 
and moralistic viewpoint unfortunately not the only legacy 
scholasticism our field; much more harmful the dogma that 
traditional grammar the grammar for language learners. Profes- 
sor Fife wrote 1938: look it, the whole relation- 
ship grammar language teaching since the age has 
been struggle against artificiality and the logical ballast 
Ever since the beginning the reforms 
this struggle has gone on, and great progress has certainly been 
made. is, however, still with spite all the efforts 
reform.’” 

reform really necessary? start with minor point which 
good illustration all have said far. certain part 
speech called prothesis Dionysius’ grammar. Donatus trans- 
lated prothesis praepositio and our German grammars 
speak accordingly prepositions. The Greeks were masters 
nomenclature, and though the Romans did not always translate 
the Greek terminology correctly, the Latin terminology still 
useful for language learning. But almost all our grammars 
neglect German postpositions (meiner Karte nach, der Literatur 
gegeniiber, des schlechten Wetters wegen) because Donatus did 
not mention this phenomenon, then time that concern 
ourselves with German even have deviate from the Latin 
grammar scholasticism. 

The neglected postposition very illuminating but only 
minor point; unfortunately, there are many major ones 
First all: the teaching objective should determine 
the type grammar used. For almost fifty years the reading 
objective has been our predominant goal, but only two grammars 
have appeared during the last few years which deserve 
ealled reading grammars. the second volume THE GERMAN 
QUARTERLY Professor Fife pleaded for ‘‘immediate and continued 


Personal letter, May 1938, quoted Peter Hagboldt, The Teaching 
German (D. Heath Co., 1940), 
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experiment’’ connection with reading grammars; that was 
twenty years ago! 

seems that neither publishers nor authors dared leave the 
beaten track. reading grammar the opposite the traditional 
grammar because has practical and because deals with 
primarily German grammatical difficulties. Our traditional gram- 
mar is, course, supposed all-purpose grammar. teaches 
the mastery German Klaugbild, Druckbild, and above all 
teaches the difficult and impractical skill producing correct 
little word mosaics least the insertion correct syllables 
into hyphenated places. The last mentioned skill made necessary 
standard tests which are woefully need modernization. 

Whatever the type grammar, its value tool for lan- 
guage teaching can tested one question: Does reduce the 
bewildering multiplicity language simple patterns and in- 
structions which enable the student understand use this 
multiplicity forms with reasonable success? The traditional 
grammars offer paradigms which sometimes fulfill this purpose 
more often, however, they fail so. They offer rules which 
often resemble complicated maze leading goal which could 
have been reached straight path. 

The thorny chapter adjective endings may serve 
example demonstrate the difference between patterns and para- 
digms, rules and instructions: Traditional grammarians present 
two even three sets declensions, transferring Jacob Grimm’s 
strong and weak declensions text 
books. These paradigms contain from forms. The rules 
accompanying these paradigms require frequently many five 
mental operations within the confines few lines. For example: 
preceding noun modifier with characteristic case ending 
causes adjective have weak ending (ef. 33). You will 
therefore always find weak adjective ending after the definite 
article and after der-words, but after ein-words only when the 
latter have characteristic endings. The unpreceded adjective has 
strong endings except the genitive singular the masculine and 
neuter.’’ This galimatias for American students. Such scholastic 
rules will not even enable them play the hyphen-ending-puzzle 
game correctly. Whatever little skill they will possess after while 
they will owe contact with examples, but not the mastery 
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rules and paradigms. Here, often, inefficient grammar will 
get the eredit which due exposure the language such. 


Let now assume the student knows the forms the definite 
and being introduced der-words. explain the 
der-words explain what unpreceded adjeetive is. Drill and 
exercises shift continuously from der-words unpreceded ad- 
jectives. For example: Dieser Herr möchte eine Tasse Kaffee, Lieber 
Herr Meier, diese Leute, junge Leute, ete. 

Two patterns and one instruction will suffice for the preceded 
adjective: Pattern der junge Mann; die, eine junge Frau; das 
kleine Kind. Pattern II: ein junger Mann; ein kleines Kind. The 
direction: All other preceded adjectives, i.e. all genitives, all 
datives, all plurals end -en. Any mentioning genders 
unnecessary and would complicate matters, because Mann, Frau, 
Kind present now the three genders. There need mention 
cases because the student knows das kleine Kind accusative and 
nominative. have then forms against mass from 
forms, one simple instruction against complicated rule. 


must added that the student has seen adjective endings 
before they were theoretically. Our traditional grammars 
insist using only predicative adjectives before the adjective 
lesson studied. This staceato introduction grammatical units 
something absolutely new the practice our old Latin 
grammars and bad practice from every conceivable pedagogical 
angle. Simple subjunctives, passive constructions, adjective endings 
and modals should appear reading selections well before their 
theoretical taken up. The frugality 
approximately the first ten lessons contributes, moreover, the 
faulty style and the insipidity the reading selections them. 


now critic may have discovered that our sample lesson 
omits the weak genitive ending -en the strong declension. 
does, and why not? Our feeling tells that this ending 
only choice expressions such as: ist voll siissen Weines, Sei 
guten Mutes, ete., and lacks therefore the syntactical 
which would justify its inclusion beginner’s grammar. said 
“our feeling’’ because here, many other instances, cannot 
refer syntax frequency list. syntax frequency list was never 
worked out because our grammars have taken over from traditional 
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Latin grammar the idea eompleteness within the system, dis- 
regarding the frequeney value individual forms. 

Such frequeney list would enable rid our grammars 
much that superfluous, like the fine distinetions between ac- 
eusative and dative after the famous nine prepositions, these ideal 
trouble makers for standardized and home-made tests, like the 
future perfect, like rare forms the subjunctive and like the 
passive after verbs taking datives. would then have room for 
such missing underdeveloped points German grammar the 
attribute; postpositions; the range bei, indem, sollen; 
the functions the reflexive; principles word formation; the 
use word complexes consisting close relation 
between verb and prepositional phrase object which thus 
forms new unit thought (in Betracht ziehen; Glauben schen- 
ken), and forth. 

The explanation the last mentioned variant the compound 
verb belongs morphology, but the recognition such word com- 
plexes the sentence leads the problem reading 
knowledge, that the German word-arrangement, and per- 
tains the domain syntax. Here touch upon the most 
deplorable omission our grammars. Our second year ones, the 
so-called review grammars, reiterate the scholastie presentation 
morphology without helping the student come closer the 
almost exclusive aim second year college German, reading 
knowledge, because they teach almost syntax. 

Neither the first nor the second year our students 
learn, and they certainly not practice, what with apposi- 
tional participles; when pick the infinitive, hidden deep 
the sentence jungle; how watch for parallel constructions gov- 
erned one word; how find the subject; how recognize 
adjectival phrases the list can continued through all the 
points German syntax. 

Our students are not even properly informed about the most 
elementary point German syntax, the terminal position 
the verb. Every grammar, sure, has few sentences trans- 
posed order; these talks the the clause without 
ever making clear how such looks, without explaining 
that punctuation marks, coordinating conjunctions wie and als are 
clauses. examples usually end with the verb, 
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that the student misled into expecting the German verb 
the end the sentence. 

Adjective endings are practiced and there great ingenuity 
shown examples for the after zwischen (‘‘der Hund 
springt zwischen das Bett und die Wand), but the core and 
essence German grammar syntax receives few miserly 
practice sentences which hardly ever beyond the relative 
conjunctional clause. Fairness requires that mention the one 
laudable exception. One man our profession has paid attention 
German syntax. While traditional grammars, even the reading 
grammars, devote five pages less syntax, this pioneer devotes 
pages practical instruction and abundant practice material 
this neglected point German grammar. 

now has been made clear, hope, that this not attack 
upon grammar along the lines the old Methodenstreit. Our prob- 
lem not the old question: More, less, grammar? This 
plea for grammars which are designed for the teaching 
German and not for the teaching grammar branch 
philology. Nevertheless, word has said about the time 
element. With the introduction area studies seems likely that 
will have less time the future than had the past. Time- 
saving devices will necessary for the first year, and one these 
time-saving devices teach much morphology and syntax 
possible the guise idioms; ich möchte, ist... 
worden, sie hätten..können, ist..geworden, hat.. nicht 
helfen können, würde, ete., learned vocabulary, will save cum- 
bersome explanations. should not surprise find the same 
ideas expressed Germany, for usually represent trend 
rather than our own opinions and ideas. One speaker the 
Neuphilologentag Göttingen, 1952, Ausserdem kann 
manches von dem, was die Grammatiken lehren, dem Wortschatz 
zugewiesen werden. Der eigentliche Grammatikunterricht wird 
entlastet.’’ 

The curse scholasticism shows itself last but not least the 
stilted, often nonsensical, mostly unnecessarily dull praetice sen- 
tences which our grammars present. may also added that 
these sentences are type never heard, used read 
German; any resemblance actual spoken written German 
seems have been purposely avoided: Put the plural: der Hund 
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beisst den Ball und den Finger des Kindes. sentence like this 
passes through the long line critical friends, proof readers, and 
editors until real lineman the back row brings down with 
raucous laugh. Schwester hat ein Kind, des Kindes Name 
ist Anna’’ implies that Anna natural daughter. 
Gebäude haben oft grosse und hohe Fenster. den vielen Zimmern 
der grossen Gebäude wohnen viele Arme und Reiche.’’ These 
sentences have haunting surrealist quality reminding the reader 
Kafka and Chagall, but they are too beautiful for their humble 
purpose. all make mistakes, but not need sin against 
our better taste, knowledge and capacities only remain faithful 
tradition. Wackenroder said, ‘‘Systemglaube ist schlimmer 
als 


Even our maps, close with minor point, suffer from this 
traditionalism. Austrian and Swiss areas are often discussed 
our modern grammars, but Vienna, Salzburg and Zürich are not 
shown accompanying maps. One our most recent grammars 
has illustrations and reading selections about Vienna and the 
Tyrol, but its seven maps show only Reichsdeutschland. 

Michael Angelus Blondus, colleague and enemy Paracelsus 
and passionate defender the scholastic order, declared: ‘‘It 
more honorable err with Galen.and Avicenna than right 
with others. better die the hands regular phy-

Mankind has regularly observed that opposition most effective 
stimulus self improvement. And often enough the opposition 
the result inner weaknesses the correction which goes long 
way toward removing its threat. believe this valid for ihe 
state foreign language instruction America today. German 
teachers are faced with threat our survival. Through boards 
education, supervisors and administrations, public opinion 
challenging our contribution education. This 
challenge which cannot ignore. Complaints that such attitude 
manifestation cultural isolationism, wistful references 
the prestige foreign language instruction European countries, 
are not enough. must turn the searchlight ourselves and 
our courses and carefully examine whether opinion may 
not possibly right, often is, questioning the validity 
what are offering American youth foreign language 
training. 

not believe that the public, boards education and 
college administrations are necessarily insensible the value 
foreign language instruction. believe our efforts will 
accepted can prove their merit; and think will 
long way toward winning the confidence the public whom

But believe that can 
putting real content into our language courses from the first 
semester on, giving the student contact with living issues, great 
masterpieces (not just mediocre works), internationally famous 
figures and movements, giving him experience the social 
life and customs foreign land, treating the contributions 
made representatives the foreign culture our own national 
development. 

For whichever these ways teacher finds most congenial, 
suitable textbooks are available; indeed, the high intrinsie quality 
many recently published books intended for use elementary 
and intermediate German courses most encouraging sign. Cer- 
tain authors, editors and publishers have shown awareness 
the need offer material which meets the interests twentieth- 
century students. specific: there are texts now the market 
giving sound information the culture the country whose 
language the student expected interested learning; 
there are readers stressing interrelationships between German and 
American culture; and there are several anthologies which contain 
excerpts from the works men whose names have international 
significance and appeal. Such texts can gain from the American 
student and the school administrator kind respect that Storm 
and Gerstäcker can never again command. 

have confidence that use the kind superior reading 
material just mentioned the path toward the rehabilitation 
our position. Yet there are this approach pitfalls which 
need aware. There danger, for example, insisting 
the cost sacrificing quality. see little 
virtue texts (there are several currently the market) which 
offer recent literature the quality mediocre worse, especially 
the authors represented are totally unknown and will remain 
anyone except specialists contemporary German literature. 
Such texts are surely argument against abolishing the language 


requirement. 
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There serious danger, too, disregarding difficulty when 
quality insisted on. our enthusiasm for the new maturity 
run the risk ignoring the fact that readings such have 
described can either discouragingly discouragingly 
remote both. now over twenty-five years since the Modern 
Foreign Language Study was organized; the Wadepuhl-Morgan 
word frequency list appeared over fifteen years ago, and authors 
and editors are danger forgetting that there saturation 
point, particularly vocabulary, beyond which 
unsound push the student. Some stories contemporary writers 
currently available textbooks present the student the dis- 
couraging barrier type vocabulary which not only un- 
familiar him, hence difficult for him handle, but also 
useless for him Others deal with subject matter that 
too remote from the student capture his interest. syntax fre- 
quency list such Meno Spann has called for would greatly help 
editors choosing suitable material. 

Care must also taken, however, the editing. Foreign 
language readers, especially those the intermediate level, and 
particularly they are collection from three six brief 
stories, are surely among the easiest textbooks edit. Yet 
editing them frequently continue perpetrate the sins our 
fathers. Introductions, for example, which offer the editor 
golden opportunity arouse the interest the student, are still 
all too often more than dull, dreary, proofs that the 
editor his subject; they tend full biographical 
details, relevant and irrelevant, and learned comments works 
the students will never read. quote typical passage from 


recent text Hesse stories: 

There spirit youthful revolt Kinderseele. not the same spirit 
impatience with the accepted order which strident Demian and Der 
this will discussed later under the heading Decline the 
West.’’ the same direct criticism the treatment children home 
and school which found Unterm Rad, Emil Strauss’s Freund Hein 
(1902), Friedrich Huch’s Mao (1907) and extreme form the 
revolting play Frühlingserwachen Frank Wedekind. was reaction 
against this cataclysmic view childhood that Hans Carossa, contemporary 
Hesse who was fascinated Peter Camenzind and Unterm Rad, wrote his 
Kindheit und Jugend. 


Such introductions probably little harm students, since 
confident most don’t get beyond the first paragraph, but 
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they good; for they waste excellent opportunity whet 
the student’s appetite for what follow. When will stop 
writing with our colleagues mind and direct our 
remarks the student, who not graduate student willing 
grasp every crumb information (for his future doctorals), 
but one who does not automatically have interest the material 
and must attracted it? 

preparing the body text there are more decisions 
reached than many teachers realize. Exactly what excisions are 
made, any; how they are indicated, they are be; 
what expressions and words are given footnotes; how and 
where these are appear: all these questions demand carefully 
thought out answers. not always that the editor thinks hard 
about how reduce unproductive mechanical facing 
the student. give one example: fails mark clearly and 
unambiguously those words and phrases that are translated 
footnotes, the student subjected the annoying and thoroughly 
useless practice checking the bottom the page for each 
vord which uncertain, although least two thirds these 
will not appear there. Over-assistance the form superfluous 
translations expressions that offer only mild challenge the 
student’s ingenuity likewise pedagogically unsound. 

believe too that there are great unrealized pedagogical possi- 
bilities the preparation vocabularies. think each textbook 
editor should come definite decision the desirable range 
considering factors like the level for which the text 
intended, and should then give marginally footnotes 
the same page the German text the English equivalents all 
words which fall outside this range; will thus signalize their 
unimportance eliminating them from the end vocabulary. The 
end vocabulary should also eliminate dead wood (of ten second 
year readers sampled spot check, six listed aber and several 
listed und the vocabulary), and can easily designed 
offer opportunity for exereises various forms word study. 

these and other ways our newer, more mature and, 
view, better texts can made even finer than they now are, and 
will all gain the improvement. believe the American 
publie increasingly aware that contact with foreign culture 
through language study desirable experience for American 
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youth. Certainly the increasing maturity many texts being 
published today most hopeful sign the awakening our 
profession the need for living the twentieth century. But 
would less than honest failed mention that there are still 
too many outmoded titles being adopted schools and colleges 
for our own pedagogical health. The mediocrity unsuitability 
latent barrier approval foreign language study. 
must get away from the nostalgic, outworn, yes, trite 
and Germelshausen’s, which, however great their merit, are not 
strong arguments against abolishing the foreign language require- 
ment. And should think would have the good taste 
embarrassed having teach works the Höher als 
die Kirche. The older graded readers, having served vital function 
their day, should now too allowed disappear, only be- 
cause the insipidity their contents. They are being replaced 
newer titles which have the methodological advantages the earlier 
series but which present the student with more challenging and 
up-to-date material. And should not attempt trick our students 
into learning German amusing them with worthless materials 
whose chief feature superficiality and whose humor likely 
annoy student entertain him; least all can these 
gain his his parents’ respect. Must the American 
student, all people, compare German humor with his native 
product, and can not distinguish our classrooms the genuine 
laugh from the smirk the polite response the teacher’s 


have left till last what should like refer the 
Achilles’ heel the German program: the so-called scientific 
German course, particularly when offered, usually is, 
the third and fourth semester level. the scientific 
German goal myth most our schools, and believe that the 
sooner honestly admit this the better off will be. 
eonvinced that many boards education, administrations and 
committees instruction are aware the emptiness our con- 
tention that are ‘‘preparing the science student research 
German’’ second-year language classes substituting seien- 
tifie texts for the cultural books that rightly belong there most 
schools and colleges. And these days more and more crowded 
programs, where all courses are, and should be, frequently 
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scanned ascertain they represent dead wood, the eye the 
wise administrator falls inevitably that second-year scientific 
German course which not doing the job that claims 
doing because can’t. Some liberal arts colleges, desire 
give more course, fall between two stools 
using pseudo-scientific, popularized, sensational readings which are 
neither nor believe most scientifie courses 
except those technological schools are difficult defend, and 
that those with such subject matter are 

Not all the above recommendations may equally weleome 
each teacher German, but will surely agree these 
times that, paraphrase the wise words Socrates, ‘‘the 
unexamined German course not worth giving.’’

WORD FROM OUR PRESIDENT 


the members the American Assoeiation Teachers 
German: 

You have elected the presidency our organization 
time which may turn out deeisive for the future the 
teaching and learning modern foreign languages this country. 
should therefore like say something about the task that con- 
fronts our organization the next few years. 

All who attended the General Meeting the Modern 
Language Association Sunday, December 28, were stirred 
the refreshing notes optimism and the new modes approach 
the teaching modern languages and the encouragement 
language learning evident all the speeches. The Ivory Tower 
existence, were given understand, which has been the pro- 
fessor’s way life has been abandoned for good: are all 
teachers again and are all interested the present and future 
our profession. 

this atmosphere new hope heard about the first steps 
taken the Modern Language Association toward the three-year 
inquiry into the role which foreign languages and literatures now 
play and should hereafter play the United States. This so- 
new Language Program,’’ backed Rockefeller 
Foundation grant $120,000, was formally and officially started 
October 1952. the able hands the Executive Secretary 
the M.L.A., Dr. William Parker, bound gain momentum 
and will affect some way another all teaching and all teachers 
modern languages. will therefore affect our organization, and 
should greatly influence the role that German going play 
foreign language teaching this country. 

What part the A.A.T.G. take this program study? 
Already the editor THE QUARTERLY has assured Mr. 
Parker that our journal will gladly serve outlet for the 
material and ideas that are being accumulated the committee 
New York. The officers and members our Executive Council 
have promised cooperate every way. shall approached 
increasingly often the coming months. 
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This indeed opportune time for stock-taking, for recon- 
sideration our aims, our objectives and our tools. This was 
clearly brought into focus the speakers the Twentieth Annual 
Meeting the A.A.T.G. December 29. After statement 
the editorial policies for the coming months Professor Atkins, 
two speakers dug into some the stratified material our gram- 
mars and readers. Those who were present and those who read 
the minutes the meeting the January issue THE GERMAN 
QUARTERLY will know how touchy these points are. Nonetheless, 
should any new approach to, and critical reexamination 
of, our books and teaching tools this time. For the next few 
months and years may laying the foundation and indicating 
the direction future teaching German, and would un- 
mindful our proper role teachers did not undertake 
some embalming, well some dusting off, our reading 
matter and our methods teaching grammar. Neatly catching 
the spirit the Boston meeting, his Presidential Address Pro- 
fessor Goedsche emphasized these needs and called for the forma- 
tion five committees delve into such diverse aspects our 
work standard tests and the integration high school and 
college study German. should like take advantage these 
lines urge the chairmen and members these committees 
make very careful study the matter under their advisement. 
Even though the results the investigations may prove 
inconclusive, can sure that some new angles may dis- 
covered and that some helpful suggestions will come forth. Natural- 
ly, the purpose these committees set binding 
rules establish something like censorship textbook material. 
But should not afraid and suggestions, and 
should search for new and better ways the old ones are found 


defective. 

One the five committees set the Committee 
Membership. The stronger our group is, the more effectively will 
able speak for itself. can say that represent not 
only the majority of, but almost all, German teachers the 
can make suggestions, proposals and statements that 
carry weight. The time has come rally our forces, increase 
our membership many times above the present level, enlarge 
the number our chapters, and revive the dormant ones 
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early time. not regrettable that number chapters 
which eenter around strong German departments large universi- 
ties which are located parts the eountry where interest 
German generally assumed present, are now inactive 
have been inactive for some time? must try enroll our 
Association all teachers German grade and high schools, 
well the instructors and professors our colleges and universi- 
ties. hope that these years the Foreign Language Pro- 
gram will bring about real increase our numbers; every 
chapter should take pride approaching every single possible 
for membership. 

One danger against which must guard these months and 
years indulgence unwarranted optimism. The encouragement 
and uplift with which went away from the Boston meeting 
should inspire all members American language teachers assoc- 
iations action. But money and the massing material the 
New York offices the Program will not alone turn the tide for 
the teaching modern languages our schools and colleges. Some 
inveterate optimists now point the efforts that are being made 
bring the modern languages into the grades. This, they argue, 
will create greater demand for French, Spanish and German 
the high school, which turn will inerease the number well 
prepared language students entering college. About this interpre- 
tation the effect that the new move will have upon our language 
instruction, the German Subcommittee the School and College

Moreover, 
any extensive program grade school language instruction present little 
more than fond hope. would dangerous and utterly unrealistic plan 
our advanced standing program the unwarranted assumption that such 
instruction now will soon reality. 
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Too often high tide interest German has lulled into 
complete inaction when the waters receded. gladly accepted 
the increasing numbers German students the late twenties, 
but took the stand that you could not blame anyone for not 
wanting learn the Nazi language. When the A.S.T.P. programs 
filled our classrooms and when post-war veterans crowded into 
our undergraduate and graduate courses, thought indicated 
complete reversal the earlier attitude our country toward lan- 
guage learning. were stunned when the recession came, when 
more and more colleges voted language requirements out their un- 
dergraduate programs, and when our graduate courses shrank dan- 
gerously. were, and are, waiting for signs indicate that 
the worst over, and some hopefully think that the Foreign 
Language Program will turn the tide for us. $40,000 year for 
three years will not the trick. The public large will hardly 
notice the stir that the Program makes our ranks. Moreover, 
will put the educationists and social scientists their guard, and 
they will come forth with new arguments against the value 
modern foreign languages our schools. simply have get 
work now. one the Boston speakers neatly put it: Until 
now have been telling each other about the advantage learning 
modern languages, their cultural values, their contributions the 
understanding our own mother tongue and forth; now 
time tell those who really matter and who really ought con- 
the parents, the school authorities, the general public, the 
high school curriculum makers, and many others. 


said the beginning that some our stock-taking should 
directed towards our aims and objectives. While complete 
inertia characterized our attitude regard the student interest 
languages, let ourselves swayed back and forth our 
changing objectives. From all-embracing aim learn how 
read, write, speak and understand German let ourselves 
lured into the reading objective, only awakened the 
A.S.T.P. program the possibility achieving speaking and 
understanding the language. Yet now are, seems, about 
fall back into modified reading objective. Such vacillation can 
but have dubious results, and the exclusive reading objective will 
keep our language state that more dead than alive. 
wonder that other fields have made German tool and have 
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kept German departments kind serfdom. long 
German courses are rated higher than German language 
and literature courses the same level, will not have shaken 
off this form subjugation. 

Another and last comment imine concerns our traditional 
readiness accept certain fads, our willingness use 
phrases such the educationists exploit great advantage. 
not worthwhile going into details, but most will remember 
with horror the time when ‘‘Kriegsdeutsch’’ was read (it could 
not spoken). Now the word concept seems the 
magie wand which open the secrets Germany and the 
German mind. But have not yet found out what 
actually is, and long shy away from clear definitions 
may not too good position over from the defense 
the attack. would just too bad ‘‘Area’’ were what the 
average tourist looks for Germany; its Romanticism, its foods 
its quaintness. The German language should open our students 
the real, contemporary Germany and its culture, and should 
treat the other aspects part its past, its history. There 
new Germany rising from the ruins the last war, and must 
not fail try interpret its role and wisely. 

are facing three years decisive and exciting developments 
the role the teaching and learning German. must 
ready meet the challenge. Never again may modern foreign 
languages have such opportunity assert themselves the 
life our nation.

HISTORISMUS, AND THE CULT 
THE IRRATIONAL 


MEINECKE, 


STRAUSS 


the dawn organized human thought theologians and 
philosophers have monopolized formulation the attitudes man 
toward the universe which particle, and only receut 
times have social thinkers and scientists asserted their claim 
taken seriously viewers the world. Aside from the general 
shift emphasis from speculative empirical thought which 
this change points, the eagerness the sociologists, psychologists, 
historians and scientists advance systems philosophy has re- 
sulted extraordinary multiplication world outlooks. Faced 
with this embarrassment riches, the flabbergasted common man 
must have diffieult time deciding between all the world-out- 
looks which has the choice from the Christian the Exis- 
tentialist and like Buridan’s ass, may die without having 
much tasted one them. 

Mercifully, not all the newer interpretations man’s place 
the universe are easily accessible the general reader. Friedrich 
Meinecke’s Historismus, which thorough and carefully organ- 
ized treatment attitude toward man, his institutions and his 
world, protected from idle curiosity and carefree sampling 
erudite method scholarship and sometimes forbidding 
style. The serious student the history thought, however, will 
find Meinecke’s subject, which the German author regards the 
most significant intellectual development the past century and 
half, not only intrinsically arresting, but will even more 
interested the light sheds recent developments German 
thought. 

said once that Historismus has nothing all with histori- 
ography. His Die Entstehung des Historismus (Munich and Berlin, 
1936; vol.) traces the origins and development way 
understanding man and his place the general universal order 
which was aided the new historical comprehension the late 
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eighteenth and the nineteenth centuries. Historismus, once the 
battle ery the historical school jurisprudence led 
Hugo and Savigny, becomes with Meinecke 
Weltanschauung. While the banner the movement (if can 
that) was seized group German historians, notably 
Ranke, its precursors and pioneers were only tangentially con- 
cerned with history discipline. Stated its simplest, Historis- 
mus the substitution particularizing for generalizing view 
personal and impersonal directed primarily against 
the doctrines Natural Law and the absolute validity reason 
which the Enlightenment had firmly entrenched. Historismus’ 
secondary target the teleological view world history. 

The objections the theories the Enlightenment are con- 
eerned with their pragmatism and utilitarianism and their result- 
ing tendency reduce man efficient machine, The doctrine 
Natural Law stressed the stability human nature and the 
determining influence reason human action. Meinecke 
sees it: ‘‘The historical sense the Enlightenment judged historical 
action the greater lesser usefulness its results, and these 
turn the set purposes which rigid human reason had con- 
structed for itself. doing created cleavage between ends 
and acting human beings and measured the latter not their 
own standards, not the law life which sparked them, but 
supposedly absolute rule general ultimate human purposes 
and ends (II, 570).’’ have evaluated human action im- 
mutable law, law arrived not through observation man, its 
object, but through abstract reasoning, seems Meinecke not only 
foolish, but pernicious. not only degraded all values utilitarian 
considerations, but prevented from penetrating through sur- 
face reascns the ‘‘unfathomable depths’’ beyond. More will 
said later these unfathomable depths; first word about the 
second enemy Historismus, the teleological view universal 
history. This view held that world history was progressing 
often dim but always recognizable rational goal human develop- 
ment. Its origin was found Christian historical philosophy 
but the plan salvation came secularized with the Enlighten- 
ment. The culmination the teleological conception came with 
Hegel. 


How does Historismus overcome the formidable tenacity 
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these two views and what does substitute for them? performs 
both actions with one stroke, with its individuality. 
Where the Enlightenment had seen man subject fixed apriori 
laws reason, examines the individual the context 
his particular period and his specifie surroundings. The former 
understood without knowledge the latter. While the 
teleological idea had looked the future for the justification 
present life, Historismus sees each historical period, each epoch, 
possessing its own raison d’étre. ‘‘Life itself, life was, was 
the purpose life’’ (II, 610), or, Ranke put his well- 
known phrase, All epochs are equal the eyes God and their 
value not all found what they achieved but their 
very existence, their own identity’’ (quoted II, 644). Meinecke’s 
theory individuality thus applies not only individual men, 
but institutions, states, nations, and historical periods; each 
influences its environment. 

One objection oceurs once: This strict relativism. What 
happens values, moral, social, when each person, 
each event judged responsible only its own place and 
time? what has been said far were all there Historismus, 
this objection would fatal. But there more. While Historismus 
stresses the empirical method and observation each human being, 
institution and period its historical context, never loses sight 
Something which all the strands particulars are securely 
fastened and which enables visualize the whole life unit, 
entity with its own individuality. Historismus attempts per- 
historical life every moment its temporal well 
its supra-temporal aspects sub specie aeterni (II, 631). 

will useful this point enumerate the basie elements 
which, according Meinecke, went into the making Historismus. 
They are, first, the pre-romantie desire establish contact with 
the primal qualities humanity. Secondly, the pietistie endeavor, 
encouraged German Protestantism, give larger share 
responsibility human thought and action the soul; this move- 
ment, nourished traditional mysticism, heightened metaphysical 
and religious sensibilities considerably. Thirdly, the new aesthetic 
relationship the art antiquity established (or ‘‘pre-felt,’’ 
Meinecke characteristically puts it) Winckelmann. Fourthly, 
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and most vitally, the and Neo-Platonie world Ideas, 
intuitively perceived Forms, which suggested Historismus the 
emphasis individuality and its roots all-encompassing 
basis the entire life. Meinecke thus gives the mystical most 
prominent place his study Historismus, and the pietistie and 
neo-Platonie elements especially contribute the emphasis the 
subjective, the irrational, the felt, with which Historismus counter- 
balances its own relativism. This delicate interrelation between 
the two chief aspects Historismus must grasped the theory 
properly understood. Meinecke’s own words show most 
clearly how this intertwining becomes the very fabrie Historis- 
mus: ‘‘It its task understand the world its relative meanings 
and recognize its own conditional dependence them. But this 
knowledge must not blind the great source strength which 
lies the faith ultimate absolute values and ultimate 
absolute primal source (Urquell) all life. This Absolute cannot 
proved, nor can defined. ‘Its nature,’ said Goethe, ‘re- 
mained forever unknown.’ Plotinus had done before him, 
Goethe removed the Absolute into regions far more 
the mind than the Law Nature and Christianity had been 
able achieved the only possible synthesis relative 
and absolute, ideal and individual thought. this 
synthesis may found wanting, but when verdict upon the final 
and innermost essence our thought and will rendered, in- 
telleet loses its competence the soul’’ (II, 626). 

its claims are accepted, Historismus has been able solve 
the vexing problem what standards apply man and his 
history finding the correct balance the relative and the 
absolute. Historical man seen temporally defined individual 
and particular instance the typical; this typical, turn, 
related the absolute principle which enables perceive 
rather feel the entire world-historical process complete 
unit with its own individuality. Sound unsound, Meinecke’s 
and neo-Platonie thesis provides explanation life 
which, because its hold some present-day intellectuals, should 
taken seriously. 

must also taken seriously because the men Meinecke 
associates with his way thinking. Meinecke does not write 
systematic exposition the doctrines Historismus; seeks 
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rather crystallize them out examination the thought 
and works some thirty writers philosophers, poets, political 
and legal thinkers who, finds, prepared the way for the 
coming Historismus. Beginning with Shaftesbury and Leibnitz, 
helped along Voltaire, Montesquieu, Hume, Robertson and 
Burke, the movement eulminates the three Germans, Justus 
Möser, Herder, and Goethe. the writings the precursors 
Meinecke finds only occasional suggestions the concept 
individuality and the validity history the revelation human 
destiny. very careful, however, isolate from the thought 
these men the irrational and mystical elements which later went 
into Historismus. Möser, Herder and Goethe are 
great detail; they are the men who fashioned Historismus into 
the shape was possess. 

Goethe, Meinecke puts it, gathered all the threads the 
early development Historismus. Meinecke’s conception Goethe 
novel many ways and, although the latter’s relation the 
discipline history has been the subject numerous studies, 
writer has attempted inquiry the level which Meinecke 
operates. Goethe’s expressed dislike history discipline 
wel] known, and not surprising that universal genius like 
Goethe was bored the routine labors conventional histori- 
ography. The academic historians, complained, destroy all 
history and encircle our imagination with stone walls 
against which dash many our most creative ideas. despised 
source criticism, and history itself had the smell the graveyard 
for him, the constant oppressive presence bygone, decayed ages. 

Nevertheless, aspects Goethe’s historical thought point 
some laws Historismus. Goethe never conceived the 
past something lost vanished; for him the past and the 
present were forever fused into one. Everything always present 
history knows past and future. The present 
(quoted II, 507). This sensation the whole history one 
came very close the individuality concept Historismus. 
Goethe’s second great contribution, Meinecke sees it, was his 
eareful working out the relation the particular the 
general. His botanical studies had led him perceive nature 
the typical with which the individual characteristics are always 
fused. This reciprocal relationship, once grasped, could applied 
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the whole living world and then the realm ideas. Goethe 
was now able understand the general the concrete shape 
the individual. his poetical works, Meinecke writes, Goethe saw 
humanity the individual the typical 
and the typical the individual (II, 601). This another funda- 
mental tenet Historismus. 

One wonders how well Meinecke has succeeded his association 
Goethe with Historismus. While there can doubt his 
sincerity treats Goethe with reverence and devotion his 
reasoning often tenuous and his arguments not always con- 
vineing. His with the thought-processes Historis- 
mus and especially with its mystical elements such steady one 
that often seems cloud his judgment. constantly pushes his 
thesis. Throughout, his analysis suffers from his attempt portray 
systematic logical thinker rather than artist. 
His immense regard for the great and his own predilection for 
methodical, orderly thought involve him this misconception. 

quite clear that the works poet whose interest and 
ability encompass the entire range human thought and action 
and whose creative output was monumental proportions one 
can find almost anything one looking for. Goethe could made 
the father any kind ism that has existed yet come; 
Meinecke simply singles out some elements Goethe’s thought. 
His individuality concept, course, basic; but his ‘‘historism’’ 
not. Mystical ideas, too, are easy find writer who con- 
stantly rises above particular instances and who was influenced 
Indian and Persian religion and mythology. But stress only 
one side Goethe distort the intellectual picture. 


for Historismus movement, must asked what can 
offer that the rationalism the Enlightenment cannot. Its em- 
pirical, particularizing method, its attempt see man the product 
his physical and historical environment, can certainly ac- 
cepted. But empiricism and relativism are not new ideas. the 
the relative with the absolute which Historismus ad- 
vances its original contribution. Yet that coupling hardly 
successful. One cannot see where Meinecke has bridged the gap 
between the real and the factual, and between the abstract and the 
metaphysical. His system relies heavily mere language, and the 
reader often, semantic tricks and metaphorical constructions 
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for which German nicely suited, lulled into accepting proposi- 
tion which second glance shows dubious. After all, say 
that the relative finds ‘‘firm anchoring the absolute 
hardly meaningful statement, but Die Entstehung des Histor- 
ismus full such vague word pietures. Moreover, Meinecke 
unwilling come grips with the problems created his con- 
cept the individuality institutions, states, and periods. 
unit must have beginning and end. How are 
institutions like State, Church Guilds distinguished from 
one another? How historical period circumscribed? 
Meinecke does not say, and this cavalier treatment concrete 
issues considerably reduces the value his system. 

But its conscious emphasis mysticism and the 
irrational that Historismus fails and becomes dangerous. Mysticism 
largely gesture surrender the enigmas the universe 
which, the mystic, are forever unknowable, but which for the 
rational thinker merely remain solved. the virtue 
humility made out the vice defeatism. rationalism analyzed 
too much, Historismus probes too little. For the ‘‘dry light 
reason’’ Meinecke has only substituted the humid murkiness 
emotional sensation which the spectator loses himself 
opium dream. Thus Meinecke defeats his own purpose, 
for while the empirical part Historismus seeks erystallize the 
individual out the mass humanity, the irrational part sub- 
merges him again the name absolute Something. prac- 
tical terms, this means reduction the importance and dignity 
the individual, for eager fuse his own identity with 
unknowable mysterious Something, will just willing 
hand over his intellectual and moral independence institution 
like the state which, since comprises the whole nation and sym- 
bolizes common traditions, hatreds and aspirations, can identi- 
fied with the absolute principle that also unites within itself past, 
present and future. This kind thinking goes long way toward 
explaining the readiness many German intellectuals sup- 
port the Nazi régime which cleverly exploited the German hanker- 
ing for mystical surrender. 

sum up: Historismus Weltanschauung his little offer 
any one who concerned with concrete problems and wants 
think them through. commentary recent German history 
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makes fascinating paragraph chapter which still being 
written. instance the intellectual’s readiness surrender 
the still inexplicable mysteries life and nature illuminat- 
ing. One can, perhaps, take comfort the thought that since the 
second world war many German writers and artists seem have 
turned again rationalism and realism their attempt explain 


man’s reactions what has happened him.

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THINKING AND THE RULES 


Conrap HOMBERGER 


Near the end the platforms New York’s labyrinthine sub- 
vay stations there can seen sign that simply reads: THINK. 
sometimes wonder whether language teachers would not fre- 
quently better off if. placed such sign the board our 
class room instead filling this same board the ears our 
students with our cherished rules and precepts. course, 
would largely depend the situations set for the 
students when referred them the sign, and the way our 
students interpreted it. Unhappily, great many college students 
still thinking least inside the class room 
terms the syllogism only. They are complete loss unless 
they are given rule under which they believe they can, 
subsume the speeifie problem before them. must admit, think, 
that have been somewhat amiss the profitable application 
what has been learned about the working the human mind during 
these last two generations. 

refer recognition the fact that ‘‘thinking’’ ‘‘reason- 
consciousness,’’ that activity intimately connected with 
the whole complex activities eall life, and that activity 
especially concerned with the solution problems. Therefore, the 
and the ‘‘goal’’ inherent the solution any 
problem dealt with enter into the very act thinking itself. 
They can longer treated separate factors outside the proper 
province Whatever the wider implications this 
view, two conclusions stand out special importance for the 
teacher: the teacher should remember the connection thinking

Moreover, 
especially difficult for language teachers extricate our- 
selves from the web terminology and mythology that has been 
spun around the facts language during the age-old development 
our discipline from the days Donatus and Priscian.

author was justly dissatisfied with the conventional rules ‘‘in- 
version’’ and ‘‘end position.’’ felt quite correctly that should 
the first duty the language teacher the student 
with. the ‘‘structural elements’’ German, and that 
more important impart the student firm grasp this 
structure than teach him the knowledge forms. The writer 
even went show, neat and pertinent example, how 
would about testing the students’ grasp structure rather 
than correct forms. But when came suggesting means for 
arriving this desirable end, simply substituted another set 
rules for the conventional one: another array ‘‘A’s’’ and 
exceptions and notes. was almost inevitable that, 
doing so, should stumble into several inconsistencies, and that 
some the ‘‘example-sentences’’ constructed for his purpose 
should turn out unidiomatie German. 


Let back, for moment, our subway sign. too far- 
fetched apply this bit common sense, culled from everyday 
not think so. The difference one degree only, and not one 
kind. true that, our case, the actual situations are more 
and that the factual data required direct our think- 
ing are more extensive. But these data can provided, and 
so, believe, should one the most important tasks the 
modern teacher. For this purpose, the teacher will simply have 
supply the student with great many instances the structural

They also are brought flexible directions 
guide the student finding the solution the problem hand, 
and not rigid and authoritative prescriptions that cramp him 
into applying his actual problem ready-made set rules and 
exceptions. true that such procedure often requires more time 
for the teaching one topic than commonly spent the 
rules method, but very little this time will given 
explanations English grammar terms, and none all 
the memorizing and reciting rules and paradigms that, 
Leonard Bloomfield put it, ‘‘bear little relation actual speech 
nearly worthless’’ (Language, New York, 1933, 506). 
Almost all the time available will thus devoted what, after 
all, the the course: the actual German language. Even 
the inevitable tests shaped prod the student into showing 
his familiarity with given structural pattern (by making him fill 
blanks, change one pattern into another, answer leading ques- 
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tions, ete.) will give him chance practice actual German, 
and thus they will not time lost.* 

should careful, sure, present only one simple 
and unified pattern any one time. Above all, should not 
mistake the traditional items and subdivisions formal grammar 
for such simple patterns. These traditional items are often nothing 
but post facto rationalizations grammarians. They may 
value for the scholar interested comparative grammar, but they 
are often confusing for the learner who not linguist. The 
German ‘‘verb order’’ typical case point.

Much the same true, think, many others our conven- 
tional categories and rules. They often could dispensed with 
quite easily the students were given, instead, the straight factual 
data the form actual instances, and if, with appropriate help 
fashion like the one described above, they were stimulated into 
doing the rest themselves. That children ‘‘naturally’’ learn 
language such way this is, sure, one the main 
reasons why they learn painlessly and well. Contrary 
wide-spread belief, the same process effective with the adult 
learner foreign language unless his her thinking processes 
have been spoiled already previous general conditioning. 

There much talk, nowadays, about the growing lack interest 
the study languages. Part this, think, due the fact

QUARTERLY, March, 1952), encourages 
describe production Faust given the Kleines Haus 
Wiesbaden, the autumn 1951, the Hessian State Theater. 
The Kleines Haus, like the Opera and the Symphony located the 
Wiesbaden Kurpark, proved equal the renown the city, but 
the 350 seats this new home the muses the accidents war 
had destroyed the old one were but sparsely occupied, although 
both the Opera House next door, spared except for the cave-in 
the ceiling, and the Kinos downtown often have long queues 
anxious attendants. The performance lasted three and one half 
hours, with one intermission after Two plays 
were thus made Part and the Gretchen tragedy, with hurried 
blackouts indicating changes scenery was played one continu- 
ous development. The most noticeable omissions were the opening 
‘‘Vor dem Tore,’’ which began with the appearance Faust 
and Wagner, later joined only one Alter Bauer,’’ and the 
entire 

The settings were simple and modern: the back and the sides 
the stage were entirely enclosed black velvet curtains, which 
remained throughout the whole play. With Faust’s study high 
arches were introduced, opened, closed set side 
side, diverse and effective arrangements, each successive scene. 
immense rotating sphere dangling from the ceiling helped 
simulate and other serviceable props, apart from stool, 
cot and dresser, were pieces simulated masonry that served 
seat (for instance, ‘‘Vor dem and 
entrance, depending how they were set about. The whole pro- 
duction was characterized the greatest economy visible aids: 
even which proved the most tumultuous scene, 
the effect confusion was created simply varicolored lights 
moving upon transparent curtains before and behind the stage. 
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The play opens with elderly man caped bluish-gray 
overcoat standing the left foreground with his arms folded 
across his breast. The finely features and receding hair convey 
the impression Goethe himself standing thought. This actor 
begins recite ‘‘Zueignung’’ and seems wax more 
the forms the past become more vivid him. While his gaze 
elevates distant views faint light the stage brings view 
several male figures who sit low make-up desks with their backs 
the audience. sooner the Poet done with his reverie than 
the Director appears from the right urge him provide play 
that will draw crowd and fill the house. Then the Player leaps 
from the left help belabor and counsel the Poet. the end 
the discussion the young men the background arise from their 
desks and stand attention the three Archangels; the Player 
throws off his bell-beset coat and cap, squats low stool, and 
from now Mephistopheles; finally, the Lord’s voice re-echoes 
from behind the scenery. Thus with ingenious invention the play 
its way, and the liveliness and dispatch these three intro- 
duetory parts have given one foretaste surprises come. 

Among the novelties the production was the presence the 
Poet the stage throughout many scenes least announce 
the name scene before withdrawing gradually. The technique 
Thornton Wilder’s Our Town; which most popular 
Germany today, seems have left its mark here. Faust, though 
not played too impressively, was happily enough not portrayed 
with beret and long white beard. represented rather the 
elderly, graying professor, man square, stout proportions 
enveloped flowing black gown later replaced the medieval 
eavalier’s tights and jacket; his gray hair turned moderately 
blond after the witch’s potion. His portrayal lacked robust con- 
viction the earlier monologues and depth feeling 
and mellowness the tender love later, and Faust 
seemed bastion constantly wavering between the guileful in- 
trigue Mephisto and the virtuous simplicity Gretchen. 

These two characters, perfect opposites and absolute embodi- 
ments evil and good, attracted far the greatest attention 
and interest. more perfect incarnation evil than this Wies- 
baden Mephisto has perhaps never appeared the German stage. 
did not appear the traditional black and red silks and satins,

but was dressed almost zoot suit-like leggings golden yellow, 
wearing over his long-sleeved shirt the same color sleeveless 
jacket deeper yellow; his pointed suede shoes and huntsman’s 
cap matched the color his main garments. Tall and thin, nimble 
and vivacious, gave the impression being acrobat con- 
tortionist. Bearded and ‘‘dunkel blond,’’ with gray eyes visible 
only moments when the whites them gleamed ominously, 
had uncanny way turning strange places: thus when 
the lights flashed ‘‘Spaziergang,’’ Mephisto was sitting cross- 
legged the prompter’s box front the curtain, without any- 
one’s having noticed how got there. was surely the successful 
embodiment meanness and subtlety, craftiness and hideous de- 
signs. Gretchen, the other hand, was simply and neatly dressed 
white linen blouse and greenish loose skirt with low green- 
ish bodice laced with long red strings, and wore sandals. Her 
acting was convincing, natural and genuine that one really 
appreciated the timelessness Goethe’s drama. Faust became ‘‘the 
tragedy woman’’ woman whose love places her situa- 
tion with which she cannot cope, whose power she cannot withstand, 
with the result that her world crashes tumultuously about her and 
that she destroyed mind and body. The protrayal left 
doubt about the meaning ‘‘Vom Himmel durch die Welt zur 
for this Gretchen knew all three. 

Perhaps word two should said about Marthe. When this 
character makes her first appearance Nachbarin Haus’’ 
one sees young woman grotesquely writhing about long iron 
she acts out the line‘‘Und lässt mich auf dem Stroh 
Not the buxom Brunhilde type usual this role, she lean and 
voluptuous vamp with pitch black Bubikopf,’’ wide round-necked 
blouse and flowing skirt. She fully Mephisto’s feminine 
and Gretchen’s antipode— that one wonders how 
sweet purity could ever have been associated with this personifica- 
tion guile, sinister suggestiveness and harlotry. 

This was the only Faust production had the occasion see 
Germany. cannot therefore say whether the interpretations 
Mephisto and Marthe are now generally accepted ones, whether 
they represented only postwar attempt meet demand for 
bold contrasts the representation good and evil. While 
not liable forget this performance, also more aware than 
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ever that Faust will continue challenge the stage craft future 
generations who will want see and hear
